Speaking at the nnveiUng of the 
*M memorial at New Boas Jolia Bad- 
mond said Irelaad waa admittedly 
the disgrace and weakness of the em- 
pire, but if I'li^'laiid wrro able to win 
Ireland's froo.l will by ;i frank concet- 
•ion of frccdoni, lliat -would be of 
more value to her than the good will 
of all the colonies. They hated Knj;- 
liah rule, and nothing but freedom 
would change that hatred. One hnn- 
drpd and nine yeara ago, on the 
Bncrtvl soil on which they stood, 
there was foiipht a ^rreat battle for 
human freedom. Disaiincd, undiscip- 
lined, undrilled, untrained, the peo- 
ple of that country faced overwhelm- 
ing odda of the trained «nd drilled 
aoldiera of England, and the Tictory 
of the people and their aubaequent 
defeat within a few hours would con- 
tain for all time for the Irish people 
lessons full of signifieance and omen. 
The victory of the people proved that 
unity an^ diacipline and enthusiasm 
could do anything againat any odds. 
And the subsequent defeat that over- 
oanie tlie Iri-li furecs in l?oss showed 
the certain conseiiueiu-es whicli all 
through the history, not only of Ire- 
land tout of the world, had followed 
from diaaenaion, from apathy and 
from the laxity of the diaclpUne. Ire- 
land could pain nothing if ahe were 
split up into various sections; parties 
and eiiqnes eoiild never pain any- 
thing \inless the Nationalists of Iho 
country were united. 'I ho moral was, 
Mr. Redmond aaid, that there was 
nothing they could not gain by 
Imity and diacipline, and that diaaen- 
aion and lack of diseipline would end 
in the disaster which overcame their 
arms on the night of the l>attle of 
Ross- 

"After all," he went on, "the great 
lesson 1o be h ariieil fr^ni the battlo 
of llds-i. and from this <lenionstra- 
tion. is not so much for ns as our 
alien rulers, What is the me.ining 
of this demonstration? Here we are, 
the descendants of the men who died 
ii|ii>n this spot W> years airo, llerO 
we arc, after all the years that have 
passed, afttff all the efforts that 
have been niiide to crush our coun- 



niort! valuabli! to her than the good 
will of nil the colonies in the emjiire 
put toirether. Till she did that this 
fi^'ht would po on. They told Kng- 
land frankly, as he had done in his 
])lace in the House of Ccunmons, thai 
the choice of the weapons would be 
a mere question of expediency with 
them, because they beliered they 
were entitled in thia movement to 
nae every weapon wfaioli waa opn to 
a Ood-faaring race auch aa the Irlah. 
They aent a meaaage to England 
from that meeting to tell her that 
they, Wexfordmen, hated her rule 
today }nt>t aa bitterly as their for>;- 
fathera did when they shed their 
blood on that spot. "We tell her,'' hi 
continued amid loud cheers, "we are 
as much rebels to her rule today 
as our forefathers were in '98. We 
tell her also that she can ehanpe 
that hatred by a grant of liberty ami 
nothing else.' So long ns she with 
holds from us the r «Iits of freedon 
it will rciirii.i, as I have saiil, a 
question of expediency how and by 
what means we will atrike at that 
l>ower that holds our country la 
bondage.

In the appointment of Rev. Daniel 
F. Feehan. P. R., of Fitcbburg, to the 
Biaboprie of the Fall River diocese to 
Buoeeed the late Btdiop Wililftm 

Stang, the Catholics of Fitcbburg lose 

a devoted counsellor, the city of 
Kltchhurg yields one of her toreniost 
citizens, and the diocoso of Fall River 
gains an ideal man for this high 
office In the Catholic church. Rev. 
Daniel F. Feehan, P. R., was born in 
Athol. Mass.. in 1865. He waa grad- 
uated from St. Mary's College, Mont- 
real, In June, 1876, and waa ordained 
to the prieethood December 20, 1879, 
by Bishop McNlerney. Father Fee- 
han's first assignment was assistant 
to the pastor of St. Bernard s < hurch, 
BMtchburg. In Octohnr, ISSfi, Father 
Feehan was appointed pastor of the 
church In West Boylston. In the fall 
iof 1 888 he was recalled from West 
Uoylston and appointed temporary 
pastor of St. IJernard's. At the end 
of the year he became permanent 
rector, the youngest ]iermaiient rector 
at that time in tlu- diocese of Spring- 
field, liislmii H' aven bestowed upon 
him an additional honor by appoint- 
ing him to the Bishop's council. 
When Father Feehan first became 
connected with St. Bernard'a church 
at Fitcbburg Father P. J. Oarrlgan, 
now Bishop .of Sioux Falla, S. D., was 
rector of the parish. Father Feehan 
was made permanent rector when 
Father Oarrlgan was elevated to the 
Bishop's seat. About a year ago 
I'aiher l"i eiKiM cidebrated his sliver 
jubilee, after twenty- live years' active 
duty in the pr mt h ood.

Tomorrow the sixth national con- 
vention of the American Federation 
of Catholic Societies intho formation 
of which Kentucky took a conspic- 
noua part, will convene in Indianap- 
olis and ooBtlnne in session until 
Wednesday evening. The Federation 
has had a phenomenal growth and 
the delegates in attendance at this 
convention will represent a million 
and a half of Catholics. The Jeffer- 
aon County Federation will be rep- 
resented by President Newton Q. 
Rogera and aeveral others. This con- 
vention will vndonbtedly be the larg- 
est and moat reprcaeatative CathoHo 
gathering ever held in this oonntry, 
as nearly all the natiimal, State and 
local Catholic bodies will be repre- 
sented by (lelepates. These will be 
from the Catholic Order of Foresters, 
with 130,000 members; the Ancient 
Order of Hiberniana, with 200,000 
membera; the German Central 
A'erein, with 100,000 members; the 
Knights of St. John, the Catholic 
Kniphts of America, the Voiiiip Men's 
Institute, the Catholic Kniphts and 
Ladies of America, the Catholic 
Mutual Benefit Association, the 
Women's Catholic Union, the Irish 
Catholic Benevolent Union, the Cath- 
olic Benevolent Legion, the Bohemian 
and Slavonic national bodies and 
many State federations, county fed- 
erations, Catholic parishes and Insti- 
tutions. Ten thousand Catholic 
Indians, as well as the Porto Blco 
and Hawaii federations, will be rep- 
resented. 

The convention will open with 
Pontifieal high maaa at ffta.

Catholics of Kentucky and adjoiu' 
ing States who have of late been giv- 
ing aerious thought to the question 
of the care and proper training of 
homeles boys will read with interest 
the following account of the move- 
]nent undertaken by their oo^elig- 
ionists in Minnesota: 

A step In modern progress toward 
placing dependent boya in a position 
to help themselves and the world- 
one of the largest steps that has 
ever been taken in Dubuque or by 
Dubuipie people — will result in the 
est.'iblishment etf an industrial school 
lor l>oya at Table Mound, four miles 
from "the the near future. 

A faraad|HraM«s haa been given 
by At0mSmop Keane as a location 
for the school and corespondence is 
n.nv iML,'- on looking to the coming 
ot a leiij^'ious order to take (diarpe 
of the iusiinition and instruct bo\ s 
In agriculture and trades as well as 
In religion. The founding of tiie in- 
sitution is the outgrowth in part 
of a diaonssion relative to the care 
of homelesa boya which occurred 
during the Charities and Correction 
nference held ' at Minneapolis re- 
cently. 

The State institutions, it is held, 
are seriously handicapped in that no 
eligloua training ia given. The edu- 
cation, phyaically and mentally, 

leaves the boys not Immoral, but 
perhaiis unmoral. .V general demand 
throughout the .Northwest for an in- 
stitution to meet these needs has 
ma.ie Impeaative the founding of the 
home. 

The Dubuquers at the Minneapolis 
conference returned home with a 
thought in mind of the poaaibility 
in the founding of the achool for 
betterment of the youths in this 
northwestern section of the country. 
To Fttther Heer, pastor of St. Mary's 
pariah, occurred the idea that a 
tract of land, ideal for the purpose, 
large, beautiful and rich in natural 
possibilities, lay within a short dis- 
tance of Dubuque and might be 
available for the school. The land 
is a tract of 600 acres, belonpinp to 
the Archbishop. It lies at Table 
Mound, four miles fnun Diibuiiue. 
Upon it waa constructed many years 
ago by the late llishop Loras, of 
Dubuque, a stone buildiiip. which 
was long used as a seminary. I'he 
structure is in good condition. The 
(pieslion of devoting this tract of 
land to the cause was laid before 
the Archl)ishop and the board of con- 
suiters of the iliocese at the retreat 
of priests held at St. .loseph's Col- 
lege last week. The i)lan was thor- 
oughly disiussed and approved. 
Archbishop Keaue peneronsly agreed 
to pive the use of the Table Mound 
])roperty. Those in charge are now 
ill correspondence with religious 
orders and members of some order 
w ill be secured io take charge of the 
institution. 

'I'he idd aemlnary building will be 
fitted up with necesary equipment 
and used temporarily. The school 
will not be local, since conditions 
here are good, but will be a home 
for homeless boys of the entire 
Northwest. They will be piven in- 
struction in ogriculture and various 
trades, and made capable and effi- 
cient in some certain line of work. 
Coupled with the industrial educa- 
tion will be religious training. Tlie 
establishment of the school is in 
keeping with the |)i-esent lemleney 
towarcl education of the haml as well 
as the head, and the jiroject is meet- 
ing with favorable comment.
